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MINUTES OF IAC MEETING - 18 August 1950

1. There was no formsl agenda for this meeting.

I, THE SUPPORT OF THE NIS PROGRAM BY THE MITITARY INTELLIGENCE AGENCIES

2. THE DCI opened the meeting by'mentibning the recent suspension
of support for fhe NIS program by the military intelligence agencles on
account of the Korea.ﬁ ‘emergency, He asked that everyone concerned do what
he could to facilita.te NIS production

3. GENERAIL, BOLLING seld that as soon as he found the Army was not

meeting its conmﬁméhﬁs he had the matter :lhvestigated and discovered that
the trouble lay in the fact that the Engineers and the Transportation Corps
had been forced by the emergency to pull everyone off the NIS, The Army
was now confronted by the proposition of getting additional personnel, but
had not mede much progress in solving the problenm,

4, ADMIRAT JOHNSON sald he was aware thet the Navy had not kept up

with 1ts commitments, but thought thet the current increase in the personnel
aveileble to him would enable the Navy to do better in the future,

5. GENERAL BOLLING suggested that it would be helpful if there were

some way o earmark funds and personnel of the Army technical services for
NIS purposes., They could be earmarked in such & way that they could not be
used for other purposes.

6. GENERAL MEGEE seconded General Bolling's suggestion.

7. ADMIRAL JOHNSON also had s suggestion. He thought that 1f the

editing of NIS drafts were a little less meticulous, the production of the
NIS could be expedited considerably. Since the NIS reports were to be kept
under continuous review after publication for maintensence purposes, corrections
for small grammatical errors and the like could be published as part of
subsequent revisions, He added that it might be edvisable to ask the JCS
to reexamine NIS production priorities.

8. THE DCI was doubtful if the JCS should be asked to reexemine NIS

-priorities, because they had already cut the annual production rate in half.
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9. ADMIRAL JOHNSON and GENERAL MEGEE explained that the JCS might

desire to rearrange the priorities without further reduction in the
production ratee.
10, ADMIRAL JOHNSON, by way of describing a method that might be
applied generally, said the Nevy was using the NIS format in preparing
_ relevant papers so that they could be fitted into the appropriate NIS
reporte The idea was to save effort and time,.

11, GENERAL BOLLING returned to his suggestion that funds and

personnel be earmarked for NIS production. He thought that the funds

should be used to set up civilisn personnel, not officers, within G-2,

80 that the technical services could not divert them to non-intelligence
work, He wished .'bc know if CIA could furnish funds to be used to procure
end employ pérsonnel in this way.

12, THE DCI countered by asking if the Army could not get a share
of the increase in the Defense budget, GENERAL BOLLINC's reply being that
an attempt had proved this to be impossible,

13, ADMIRAL JOHNSON asked about the CIA arrangement to furnish
funds for State Department NIS production, THE DCI's reply being that
the arrangement could not be extended to other departments during the
current fiscal year.

14, General discussion followed, after which THE DCI suggested
that he write a letter to the Secretary of Defense supporting General
Bolling's ideae

15, There was further discussion, after which THE DCI repeated his
proposal that he write the Secretary of Defense.

16, . MR, ARMSTRONG stated that he wished to compliment the NIS
coordinator on the annual report, since it was a very good Jjob,.

17 Action: All agreed that the DCI should write the Secretary
of Defense, suggesting that funds and personnel be earmarked for the NB
production of the Department of Defense, and that such funds and personnel

should not be diverted to other purposes,

19. MR, ARMSTRORG requested Mr., Trueheart to glve & report.

20. MR, 'I'RUEEEART discussed briefly what had transpired, and stated
that & conclusion had been reached. A statement had been received from
HICOG to the effect that the Military Security Board of his office would
henceforth furnish to the Defense and other intelligence agencies such
reports as they reqpested,'including all reporte submitted to fhe Scientific
Research Division, MSB, by German scientists. Implementation was pro-
ceeding.

2le Some general discussion followed.

22, Action: The IAC took note of the statement by Mr. Trueheart.
